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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Lann fails to teach or disclose identifying and selecting at least one of the first order within the first type orders when a 
second order with a pull-in demand is received or a production event occurs durign product manufacturing in the supplier. (See Remarks, 
page 10). Examiner took Official Notice of this limitation in the rejection of claims 9-12 on page 7 of the Office Action. Applicant has failed 
to respond to this rejection. Thus, the rejection set forth in the previous Office Action is maintained. 

Applicant further argues that Lann fails to disclose pushing out the selected first order, and directing capacity reserved for the selected first 
order to meet the second order. Examiner disagrees. Lann is directed to machine scheduling. By rescheduling jobs on a machine, Lann 
teaches directing capacity reserved for one order to another order (i.e. the machine that was scheduled to perform job 1 is now scheduled 
to perform job 2). Thus, the rejection set forth in the previous Office Action is maintained. 

Furthermore, Applicant has failed to respond to Examiner's statement of Official Notice regarding claim 1. 
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
